This year, on April 25, the Sons of 
Norway’s new Cultural and business 
.Center located at 1455 West Lake 
Street, Minneapolis, Minn, was open¬ 
ed to the public.

A lovely carpeted spiral stairway 
leads from the main floor and busi¬ 
ness section to the second storey, 
where the Sons of Norway Center 
occupies the entire floor. This pro¬ 
vides ample room for the ulta-mo- 
dern international headquarters of 
the fraternal society,, as well as 
facilities for fraternal and cultural 
work in the twin-city area.

Norwegian Ships 
Urged Not To 
Call At Cuba 

The Norwegion Shipowners Assoc¬ 
iation this week urged its members, 
so far as possible, to take steps to 
assure that their ships will not be 
employed in transportation of goods 
to and from Cuba. 

In a statement issued Sept. 13, the 
Shipowners Association categorically 
declared that no Norwegian mer¬ 
chant ships have carried arms, mun¬ 
itions or other military equipment to 
Cuba. 

The statement observed that the 
very few Norwegian ships have cal¬ 
led at Cuban ports during recent 
month carried only civilian cargoes. 


In most cases, these calls were made 
in accordance with previously signed 
charter-parties. In those cases, de¬ 
cisions to direct ships to Cuba have 
consequently been made by chart¬ 
erers, with Norwegion shipowners 
having, no say in the matter. 

Norway’s largest privately owned 
supermarket, which has 50 employ¬ 
ees and a floor space of 14,000 
square feet, was recently opened 
at Rodtvedt, a 5,000 population sa¬ 
tellite town near Oslo.

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Finland-A Labyrinth Of 
Land And Water 


Finland, located between Scandi¬ 
navia proper and the U.S.S.R., is a 
land of fabulous lake labyrinths, 
boundless virgin forests and sunlight 
summer nights, with an area oi 
only a fifth of that of Quebec or a 
third of Ontario, but with only four 
and a half million inhabitants. The 
visitor to Finland need make no sac¬ 
rifice to comfort and ease in order 
to enjoy this unspoiled, natural 
beauty. Modern towns with comfort¬ 
able hotels and up-to-date shops and 
stores rise from the lake and forest 
scene which is so typical of Finland. 

Scandinavian Airlines System of¬ 
fers convenient jet flights from New 
York to Helsinki, the capital city of 
Finland. Besides, there are modern, 
comfortable steamers and carfer- 
ries, as well as road and rail con¬ 
nections all over the interior of Fin¬ 
land. 

Helsinki, the easternmost of the 
Scandinavian capitals, situated at 
the same latitude as Oslo and Len¬ 
ingrad, is surrounded on three sides 
by a lovely archipelago. The first 
impression of Helsinki is one of 
youth and space.

Spacious and modern motor- 
vessels traffic this charming lake 
route daily in both directions be¬ 
tween Hameenlinna in the south and 
Tampere in the north. Hameenlinna 
is the town where the composer 
Jean Sibelius was born and went to 
school. At the northern end of the 
route is Tampere, the second big¬ 
gest Finnish city with 127,000 inhab¬ 
itants. Northward from Tampere 
there is another very popular lake 
route, the “Poet’s Way,” which runs 
both through broad open waters and 
long narrow straits. 

Two hours northward from Hel¬ 
sinki is the lively, young and fast¬ 
growing town of Lahti, a famous 
place for international ski meets. 
Lahti lies at the southern end of the 
Paijanne steamer route. White lake 
steamers ply daily on the glorious 
expanses of Lake Paijanne. At the 
northern end of this nearly 100-mile 
long lake there is Jyvaskyla, also 
a young vigorously growing town. 

Some distance east from Paijanne 


begins Europe’s largest lake district, 
the Saimaa lake system. Lake Sai¬ 
maa itself covers an area of about 
2,000 square miles. The Saimaa dis¬ 
trict is an amazing chain of lakes, 
a wonderful labyrinth of tens of 
thousands of islands and sounds. 
The tourist can make a cruise of a 
few hours, a day, three days or a 
week or hire a canoe for lovely ex¬ 
cursions in this unique lakeland. On 
cruises lasting more than a day the 
boat stops at jetties many times a 
day to enable the tourists to swim, 
have a “sauna” bath, fish, partici¬ 
pate in traditional dances at the 
quayside, or go inland to see some 
beauty spot. 

Finland’s northernmost province, 
Lapland, is the fascinating boreal 
region of the midnight sun, austere 
fells, wandering reindeer herds and 
the Lapps. Innumerable rivers flow 
across its wild expanses, abounding 
in fish and providing anglers with 
a wonderful opportunity to indulge 
in their favorite hobby. 

From the middle of May until 
mid-July the sun never dips below 
the horizon in this region. The trav¬ 
eller may come across small chil¬ 
dren at play in farmyards in the 
small hours of the night; he may 
equally well find the entire house¬ 
hold fast asleep at midday. Tour¬ 
ists, too, can be found, round the 
clock, painting or photographing, 
fishing, walking, camping all over 
Lapland. 

The twentieth century with its ma¬ 
chinery, motor roads and power 
plants is making progress in Lap- 
land as elsewhere. Nevertheless, it 
still remains the promised land of 
anglers, nature lovers and campers 
whose imaginations have been 
caught by the magic of the great 
North.
